Lon are ſo far in the Right; as that the Paper you ſpeak of, is faid, by ſome, to be the 
Projet# of a Bill for an Aſſociation ; And grounded upon the Precedent of an Aſſociation 
27 Eli. lt is faid further, that it is no more then what was movꝰd in the lf munter 
Parliament, and only 4 ſbert Draught, or Scheme of an Aſſociation, for a Gera Defence 
ainft a Popiſh King. But on the other hand, It is cry d out againſt as the If rumem of 2 
reaſonons Conſpiracy againſt his Majeſty, and the Government, under the Countenance of 
a Religions Aſſociation. 

Thus far, Sir, you are rightly Enform*d, as to the Buſineſs of Ordinary CmjeFure, and 
Diſcourſe ; but your Intelligence afterwards runs a little too large; for the Paper was 
barely found in my Lords Cloſer ; And 1 may have Papers perhaps in his Poſſeſſion 
that he does not approve of.

Being engaged by this Vow, Promiſe, Profeſtation, (or what what elſe you pleaſe) to a 
downright Rebellion, (unleſs the King will deliver up his Crown without Striking a Strobe 
tor t) the Oath is carry d ea, even to the Manner, and Method, by which the-Nation is to 
be Govern'd, after ſuch Violence Acted upon the perſon, and Authority of the King: 
And this Confederacy is Extended even to the Devolving of the Sovereigu Power upon 
the Houſe of Cemmons , Sitting the Par linment ;, and upon the At part of the Member; 
of both Huſes, Subſcribing this Aſſociation, after the Froregation or Diſſolution thereof: And 
they never to Receds, upon any Conſideration whatſoever. So that here CA King De- 

id, a Monachy Deſtroy'd ; a Common-wealth Erethed 5 a Free People Enſiand; and all in a 

rice, by the help of this Pieu Union if ever it ſhould come to take Ettet : And in Con- 
cluſion the Supreme Power Veſted in the T'wo Houſes to Perpernity. This is the Fairelt Con- 
ſtruction that can be made on'r,fortho” the Paper calls it the Preſent Parliament, in a Com- 


plement, tis only the Houſe of Commons, in Effett. 


Now look back upon the whole, and take notice how Frivolous all thoſe Colours, and 
Pretenſions are, that have been produced, either in Fewoxr or Excuſe of this Paper, 
C We the Knights) do Declare, and Swear , that what we canget Compaſs in 4 
Parliamentary-way , We will endeavour te bring about by force of Arms. . Here's che ve 
Conſtitution of Parliaments overthrown at a Daſh : and purſuantto this Reſolution, 2

Now to this Scheme of an Afſ.ciation for a Defence againſt a Popiſh ** paper be- 
gins with Exclamations againſt a Pepiſh Plot, and concludes in n Oath of Conſpiracy againſt 
a Proteſtant Prince. It begins with a pretended Tenderneſs for Religion, ends in a pe- 
remprory Sentence and Determination of State. For ng of a Popiſh King , here's a Certain 
Proviſion that we ſhall have #o King «t al; and under t of an Arbitra- 
ry Power in the Crown, hete's an Expedient offer'd (as for the Avoidance of it,)by Swearing 
Altegianes to the Unlimitted will and pleaſure of 3 Committee of Diſdanded Members of our 


own Fellow Subjects. 


But this is no more, they ſay, then was propounded, and Debated in the Houſe of 
Commons. There was an Addreſs of the Commons, (tis true) bearing date May 10. 1679. 
LThat His Majeſty wonld be graciouſly pleaſed to give Order for raiſorg the Militia , and te

Indeed there was an anſwer to a Meſſage from the Houſe of Commens 
that had ſomething in it that did ſtrongly —_ an Aſſociatian; but This particular Afo-

Foreman, Dont you remember in the Rodl el Commons Sir, it was read, vpon Oc- 
caſion of that Bill? 

Ar. Secret I heard ſuch a thing ſpoken of; but at the Reading of it I was not pre- 
ſent, to the be of my remembrance. 


I know nothing to the contrary,but that the form of this V and proreftation, (meaning 
the Three firſt Clauſes of it)might poſlibly be read in the Houſe; But to imagine, that the He- 
norable Houſe of Commons would ever have endur'd the Starting of a Project to over- turn 
the very Foundations of Government, were to do them the greateſt Indignity in the world. 
The late Uſurpers * — half way through the Rebellion, before they arriv*d 
at that degree of Boldneſs man ſhould Inter — — G Interrog atories in 
ſuch manner as to take this Proje for — Act of the The Jeſus themſelyes 
could not have done the Popiſh Plot a g iece of —— then the promoting of ſuch 
an Errour as might create a Idee of Tres n within thoſe Walls: Bur on the other 
ſide there may be Scandals T aken as well as Grven. 

If it were not for bee wa + out, I could ſhew ye the Originals, both of this Draughe 
_— Deſign, and Trace the very eg. s of our Reforming Hero's, from his Majeſties moſt 

fal and — efts with their Outcrys of Plors and Popery, and Eyes and Hand- 
— wnto the Lord in « Daly Covenant ; to the ſevering of his Majeſties Sacred Head 
from ſus Body, upon a Scaffold ; But it is too Capious a Theme, and there needs no more 
then Dipping any where in the Records of the Late Times to Familh the Parallel. 


There remains yet another Abuſe to be Clear*d,wherein the Impoſe upon the people, 
that this Aſſeciation is founded upon the ſame Grounds and Conſiderations with that of the 
27th. of the Queen. You will better judge whether it be ſo or no, upon a view of the 
Inflrument it ſelf, and ſome few Remarques thereupon.

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You may now be pleaſed to Compare this Aſſociation with the other, which pretends 
(Eſtectually) to Write after this Coppy. You have in rchis, an Ample and a Solemn Achnow- 
ledgement of Soveraign Power in the Queen, and Indiſpenſoble Obedience in the Subject. But in 
the other not only a Diſc laimer of the Kings Authority, and the Subjetts Day, unleſs his 
Majeſty will Comply with whatſoever his people ſhall Impoſe upon him) but a Tera Ab- 
dication of his Inperi l Power; And a Vow of Conſpiracy to Oppole him by Force; and 
ſet up an Inconſiderable part of the people, Maſters of the Government. 


You have here an Aſſeciation to defend the Quren againſt any Prerendent urhatſoe ver up- 
on a Falſe Title, The other is a Conſpiracy for the Deſtruction, even of the preſens King, 
becauſe he will not Conſent to the Dipeſſeſſing his Brother ol a Juſt, and Legal Title, dock 
urfore Gad An. This Engagement Extends only to a Remote Froſpett of Injury to 
the Crown, witha Reſolution ro Employ Violence when the Occaſion requires it, and noc 
before: But the ether is a —— to offer Violence to the Crown themſelves; and to 
Embroile the Nation forthwith in a Civil Mar, upon a pretended Fear of Danger at a Di/tance. 
This is a Combination againſt the Qaen Enemies, with het Royal Approbation, and Conſent. 
The Other is a Confederacy againſt the Kings Hrother, and his F views, and apainſt his Ma- 
jeſtics approbation aud Conſent, The one (in ſhort) is for a Submiſſion toa Lawful Authority; 
The other for the Final and Irreparable Extirpation of it. To Conclude ; Whoever lays 
loch Ends together of this Late Aſſociation, will find, that it begins in the Name of God, 
for the Preſervation of Religion, and end: in the Devils Name with the Total Extinttion of 
King and Government.
